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Government calls on private 


sector to invest in tourism

AFTER YEARS of neglect, 
putting Jordan on the tourist 
map is now a growing priority 
of the government, which is fi¬ 
nally beginning to recognize 
the tourist industry an integral 
part of the country's economy. 

Government plans to develop 
the unique cultural, archeologi¬ 
cal and natural sites of Jordan 
are currently underway. But 
due to limited funds the gov¬ 
ernment cannot pursue its mis¬ 
sion singlehandedly. It is recog¬ 
nizing that private investment 
is the linchpin in developing 
Jordan's tourist hot spots. For 
many Jordanian entrepreneurs 
the investment opportunities 
are financially alluring. 

Among Jordan's diverse tour¬ 
ist attractions, Petra is the site 
most private investors have 
their eye on. 

Fuad 'Kawar, one ofTiW pri¬ 
vate investors planning to build 
hotels in Petra, explained that, 
"Petra is becoming the high¬ 
light of the Middle East." How¬ 
ever. because of limited accom¬ 
modations, most people who 
visit Petra do not have the op¬ 
portunity to stay overnight, he 
said, pointing out that most 
tourists go to Petra on a one 
day trip from Aqaba or Am¬ 
man. "People want to stay 
overnight — there is a lot of 
demand," explained the major 


financier of the Petra Panoram¬ 
ic Hotel. Mr Kawar added that 
the need for more facilities will 
increase dramatically after the 
peace process, which he was 
optimistic will be achieved in 
the near future. 

In order to get the green light 
to build in Petra, private inves¬ 
tors must get their building 
blueprints approved by a gov¬ 
ernment appointed committee 
of architects. The committee's 
purpose is to ensure that no 
structure interferes with the nat¬ 
ural Landscape of the ancient 
site. 

Yet other would-be investors 
are skeptical about the profit 
potential and say that serious 
obstacles make such business 
ventures risky. 

Simone Khouri, a veteran of. 
the tourist industry and owner 
of Aqaba's Aquamarina Hotels, 
said that he recently froze plans 
to build a four star hole! m Pe-_ 
tra.' Several factors made him 
reconsider shortly after the ho¬ 
tel's foundation was laid. He ex¬ 
plained that "the political situa¬ 
tion hasn't settled down, and 
this is not good for investment" 
Mr Khouri added that building 
plans are-at a standstill because 
there is also a "carrier prob¬ 
lem." "There just aren't enough 
seats on Royal Jordanian to 
supply enough tourists for 1200 
rooms (in Petra). I fear that 
when all of these hotels go up, 
the amount of hotel rooms will 



exceed demand." 

And while some prospective 
investors are hesitant to take the 
plunge, the government main¬ 
tains that it is doing its best to 
offer incentives to local entre-' 
preneurs. 

"Our role is to encourage the 
private sector," Minister of 
Tourism Yanal Hikamt told The 
Star. He explained that incen¬ 
tives provided by the govern¬ 
ment include duty free imports 
on necessary equipment una¬ 
vailable in the local market and

income tax exemption for up to 
10 years. 

These incentives, however, 
are not without problems. 

The investment law is diffi¬ 
cult to define," said Nasri Atal- 
la, the under secretary of the 
Ministry of Tourism. He ex¬ 
plained that private investors 
prefer to purchase furniture 
abroad, but the Ministry of 
Trade and Industry maintains 
that since these goods can be 
bought locally. investors should 
be required to pay customs. "So 


the question remains," conclud¬ 
ed Mr Atalla, "Is the local (fur¬ 
niture) industry sufficiently so¬ 
phisticated for a 5 star hotel?" 

Despite the shortcomings of 
the investment perks, some Jor¬ 
danian businessmen, neverthe¬ 
less. see major profit potential 
in the tourism industry. And 
there is a growing interest in 
selling a cultural experience. 

Copying their success at Kan 
Zaman, International Traders, 
together with other private in¬ 
vestors, are in the process of re¬ 
storing Taybeh, an historic vil¬ 
lage near Petra. The village of 
over 100 years will be a kind of 
resort with a traditional atmos¬ 
phere, said Reem Naser, of In¬ 
ternational Traders. 

Taybeh village facilities will 
include 92 bungalow-style 
guest rooms, a main restaurant 
and several smaller snack plac¬ 
es all featuring Arabic special¬ 
ties. Playing up on Jordan's cul¬ 
tural heritage, the tourist 
village will also feature an au¬ 
thentic Tufkish bath, a museum 
and a fully functional olive 
press. 

The restoration of Taybeh as 
a tourist facility not only marks 
an important departure from 
hotel accommodations; it will 
also benefit the local inhabi¬ 
tants. Jim Mason of the Queen 
Alia Fund, said that the Fund is 
working together with the Noor

King's visit restores 
warmth to US- 
Jordan ties

HIS MAJESTY King Hussein 
concluded a visit to the United 
States on Sunday which he said 
had put friendly relations be¬ 
tween the two countries back 
on track. 

"In this world of very rapid 
change, I believe that warmth 
has returned to our friendship," 
he said during a talk at the 
Brookings Institution in Wash¬ 
ington last week. "I believe 
these relations will grow and 
become stronger with the pas¬ 
sage of time," he added. 

Before leaving the US. King 
Hussein also got a clean bill of 
health from the Mayo Clinic. 
He was declared to be cancer 
free, and there has been no re¬ 
currence of malignant growth. 

The King met with members 
of Congress as well as adminis¬ 
tration officials, including 
House Speaker Tom Foley, 


Senate majority leader George 
Mitchell and minority leader 
Bob Dole. One informed ob¬ 
server noted that Congress is 
no longer upset with Jordan be¬ 
cause of its perceived siding 
with Iraq. There is much 
stronger appreciation of democ¬ 
ratization in Jordan and Jor¬ 
dan's role in the peace process. 
"They felt this was a friend 
speaking to them,” an informed 
source said. 

Both meetings with House 
and Senate members were well 
attended. In fact, the meeting 
with the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee was better attended 
than the committee's meeting 
with Israeli Prime Minister Yit¬ 
zhak Rabin. 

Jordan's problems have been 
with Congress, not the adminis¬ 
tration. Now Jordan is back in 
favor on the Hill for the first 
time in two years. The King

Public , private sectors adopt 
Women's National Strategy

NEARLY FIVE hundred peo¬ 
ple representing public and pri¬ 
vate sector Jordanian organiza¬ 
tions debated and finally 
adopted. Tuesday, the first 
Women's National Strategy, 
whose objectives are the im- 
provement'of the role and status 
of Jordanian women. 

The one-day conference, 
hosted by the National Commit¬ 
tee for Women (NCW), was the 
culmination of efforts by peo¬ 
ple from all regions in Jordan 
who are committed to improv¬ 
ing the role and status of wom¬ 
en, said Hiam Kalimai. director 
and general secretary of the 
•NCW. 

She told 77 jc Star that the na¬ 
tional strategy was formulated 
as the result of three seminars, 
which were held throughout the 
Kingdom last year. It was the 
first time that representatives 
from government departments, 
women from the private sector 
and from rural areas, addressed 
pressures and problems that af¬ 
fect women's daily lives. 

The National Strategy, 
brought before the national con¬ 
ference, called for improving 
and broadening the role and the 
status of women in the political, 
legislative, economic, social 
and educational fields. 

The National Strategy, whose 
goals and aims "do not and will 
not exceed what is allowed in 
the Jordanian Constitution, Na¬ 
tional Charter and Arab social 
principals." declares its adher¬ 
ence to Islamic principles, and 
to the united family as the main 
unit of society. Finally, the 
strategy states that it is compat-

ible also with the aspirations of 
Jordanian society for progress 
and development. 

The conference, chaired by 
HRH Princess Basma, was 
joined briefly by HRH Crown 
Prince Hassan. who spoke to at¬ 
tendees of the conference and 
lent further support to the Na¬ 
tional Strategy. 

Prince Hassan said that the is¬ 
sue of women's rights was first 
raised in Jordan in the mid 
1970s. He added that Jordani¬ 
ans acted as if talk about wom¬ 
en's rights meant giving up 
men's rights. Now it is not so, 
he said. 

"Improving the picture." the 
Prince said, "is accomplished 
by practical action. 

"Jordanian and Palestinian 
society always claims to 
achieve social development," 
he continued, "and social devel¬ 
opment is not achieved by 
buildings and iron fences." 

Improving the role and status 
of women, he concluded, is 
conducive to the Kingdom's so¬ 


cial development 

"Prince Hassan's attendance 
gives further support to the as¬ 
sembly,” Kaliniat said. 

She added that the national 
strategy emphasized that there 
are areas where the status and 
role of women could be im¬ 
proved and broadened. 

Women and men attending 
the conference elaborated on 
the vast variety of women is¬ 
sues that the strategy dealt with. 

Nuha Maaitah. assistant to 
the NCW's secretary general, 
said one of the largest problems 
facing women today is educa¬ 
tion. where at the university 
level, statistics are good; wom¬ 
en constitute 4S percent of uni¬ 
versity enrollment in Jordan. 

The problem, she said, is that 
only 9 percent go on for higher 
education. 

"And. women only study two 
or three aspects of education.” 
she said. "They usually go into 
leaching anJ nursing, and they

TOMATO PRODUCERS, one- 
could say, have gone into a pro¬ 
duction frenzy last year. From 
. 328,000 tons in 1991, the pro¬ 
duction of tomatoes has 
stemmed up to 706,000 tons in 
.1991 But should anyone give 
fanners credit for these increas¬ 
es? 

Last year, thousands of tons 
of rotting tomatoes cost the 
economy about JD 10 million 
— that is if they were sold for 
JD 60 a ton. However, it seems 
that no lessons have been 
learned from past mistakes

Tomato farmers blame the 
government as prices dip to 
record lows 


Last week Mr Musleh Hamdan, 
a tomato fanner in the Jordan 
Valley, ran an advertisement in 
Ad Dustour daily asking sheep 
herders to bring their live stock 
to feed on his tomato plantation 
free of charge. Mr Hamdan, 
cultivating 2000 dunums in 
Ghor A1 Safi, estimated his 


losses at 6000 tons in tomatoes. 

Market price for tomatoes 
runs between 70 to 130 fils a 
kilo, a far cry from the days 
when one kilo was sold tor JD 
1 four summers ago. 

Farmers blame the govern¬ 
ment for their failure or when 
they are not making money, but 


according to a source at the 
Ministry of Agriculture, farm¬ 
ers did not complain in the mid 
1980s when demand exceeded 
supply and prices were up. 

"We were very big competi¬ 
tors. the biggest in the region. 
But only then were we doing 
well. The First problem with to¬ 


matoes started in I9S2," said Dr 
Waiid Abed Rabboh, director 
of the Agricultural Policy De¬ 
partment at the Ministry of Ag¬ 
riculture. The root of the prob¬ 
lem, said the director, is that the 
Jordanian farmer produces 
more than the capacity of the 
local market and without plan¬ 
ning. Add to this, exports to the 
Gulf have shrunk to insignifi¬ 
cant amounts. "The last two 
years Lebanon was the biggest 
importer of our tomatoes but 
they require us to buy back 
peaches or cherries which has 
hurt the local market too," Dr

■ Four Irbid deputies will be 
standing for the coming parlia¬ 
mentary 
elections. 

Mr Abdul 
Raouf Al 
Rawabdeh, 

Mr Abdul 
Raheem Al 
Akoor, Dr 
Theib Mar- 
ji and Dr 
Husni Al 
Shiyaab 
have all 
announced 
that they will be run for a sec¬ 
ond term. While the first two 
deputies are running for the 
newly formed Yaqatha Party 
(of which Mr Rawabdeh is the 
general secretary) and for the 
Islamic Action Front, the other 
two deputies are likely to run 
as independents. 

Dr Marji has quit the leftist 
Popular Unity Party (PUP), tak¬ 
ing with him at least 30 other 
members and dealing a severe 
blow to the newly licensed par¬ 
ty. Dr Maiji says the PUP has 
become stagnant and is incapa¬ 
ble erf fighting the coming elec¬ 
tions, slated for November. He 
said that his call for party re¬ 
forms went unheeded. The par¬ 
ty has been facing internal dis¬ 
sension since the end of the 
Gulf War. A party official lat¬ 
er told The Star that only 25 
members broke away. He said 
that the central committee had 
met and accepted the resigna¬ 
tion of Dr Marji and was now 
in the process of electing anoth¬ 
er candidate to replace him. 
But the official would not say 
which constituency die candi¬ 
date will contest. 

Afar from internal squab¬ 
bling and party dissension, the 
deputies of the Jarash constitu¬ 
ency are waiting to see whether 
there will be a change in the 


present electoral system or not 
Whatever the case, it seems for 
certain that deputies like Issa 
Al Ritnoni and Hussein MjaJi 
will be standing for the next 
elections. It also appears cer¬ 
tain that the tribal vote will also 
be a strong factor in the No¬ 
vember elections. 

Women for 
Parliament 

■ At least 32 women wilt be 
contesting the coming Lower 
House elections, according to 
Akbar Al Isbou. This is the 
highest number ever in Jordan's 
political history. Of those 32, 
11 will be standing for the Am¬ 
man constituencies, three for 
Zarqa, four for Irbid and only 
two for Karak. A number erf 
women activists are calling for 
a parliamentary quota since 
they recognize, quite rightly, 
that without it their chances of 
getting into Parliament will be 
slim, taking into account the 
male-dominated society that we 
live in. But, again if these 
women candidates are to have a 
chance of wining, then they 
should make their election pro¬ 
gram and their stands on issues 
known. 

Another new party 

■ The 
Arab Dem¬ 
ocratic 
Party has 
formally 
applied to 
die Minis¬ 
try of In¬ 
terior for a 
license. 

There are 
134 found¬ 
ing mem¬ 
bers, including prominent writ¬ 
ers and journalists like Mr 
Mu'nis Al Razzaz, who is the 
general secretary of the party, 
and Mr Samir Habashneh, the 
bead of the Committee for the 


release of Jordanian Prisoners 
in Syria. Rumor has it tbat this 
party, like most other new par¬ 
ties, has been facing splits and 
dissension but they finally got 
their act together. Once they 
are granted a licence, they will 
have very little time but move 
straight on to the election cam¬ 
paign. 

29 Islamic 
deputies against 
peace 

■ Twenty-nine Muslim depu¬ 
ties have signed a memoran¬ 
dum denouncing the peace 
talks. They are presently talk¬ 
ing to other deputies in an at¬ 
tempt to convince them to sign 
die paper. But, again, it seems 
that there are different views 
within the .Islamist movement 
between those who reject the 
peace talks and those tbat are 
willing to go with it under the 
condition that such peace talks 
are sanctioned by Parliament 

New papers are 
licensed 

■ Prime Minister Dr Abdel 
Salam Majali has been very ac¬ 
tive since his return from 
Washington few days ago. He 
has just given the go ahead to 
five new publications. Akhbar 
Al Youm and Akher Khobar, 
have been licensed as political 
dailies; Al Bilad, political, and 
Al D'awa, cultural, weeklies 
have also received the stamp of 
approval. The bi-weekly Al 
Beit Al Arabi magazine, also 
got the Cabinet's approval. Is 
this the dawn of a new age? 
Are we seeing the beginning of 
a new and vibrant press indus¬ 
try that will compete with the 
traditional dailies? While no 
one is saying anything, newspa¬ 
pers like Al Rai, Ad Dustour 
and Al Shaab should soon be¬ 
gin to feel the heat! 


Parties denounce 
US strike against 
Iraq 

■ The US strike against Iraq is 
being deeply denounced by Jor¬ 
danian parties, foremost among 
which is the Islamic Action 
Front (IAF). In a statement the 
IAF said this latest action is but 
a continuation of US attempts 
to "get” the Arab and Islamic 
nations and impose its hegemo¬ 
ny in the region. The latest 
strike was but a part of the dou¬ 
ble standards exercised by the 
US; attempting to beat Somalia 
while standing aloof on Bosnia. 
The Democratic Socialist Party 
also spoke out saying that the 
latest action is but a desire on 
the part of US to play the world 
policeman by using the stick 
whenever it wanted. The party 
called on Arab nations to sup¬ 
port the Iraqi people, to reject 
American policies in the area 
and to call for the ending of 
sanctions in that troubled coun¬ 
try. The Justice and Progress 
Party has also denounced the 
American action while the 
newly licensed Motherland Par¬ 
ty also came strongly against 
die strike. The parties' condem¬ 
nation, was accompanied by 
denunciation from trade unions 
and other leading members in 
society.

WFP to channel additional aid to

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR of 
the World Food Program 
(WFP) Catherine Bertini ended 
a four-day visit to Jordan Sun¬ 
day, during which she toured 
WFP projects in the Kingdom. 

Currently, die UN agency has 
three on-going projects in Jor¬ 
dan valued at $37 million. 

The heaviest area of WFP aid 
is concentrated in the develop¬ 
ment of highland agricultural 
regions — aid to tins area is 
valued at nearly $16 million. 

This project assists fanners 
by providing tree saplings and 
in planting fruit trees on their 
own land, as well as instruction 
in soil conservation, watershed 
management, watering and 
maintenance of the land, and 
extension services. 

Addressing journalists at a 
press conference Sunday before 
returning to WFP's Rome head¬ 
quarters, Bertini said that wher¬ 
ever she went in Jordan, she 
saw "rows and rows of careful¬ 
ly planted trees." This, she 
said, was "the program at

work." 

Majed Fassih, WFP director 
of operations in Jordan, ex¬ 
plained that the food aid con¬ 
cept works as an incentive for 
fanners to work towards suc¬ 
cessful ventures. 

"We make sure the food as¬ 
sistance is parallel with work 
achieved and with progress," . 
Fassih told The Star. "WFP 
guarantees tbat the termer fol¬ 


lows through on.the project by 
allocating the packages accord¬ 
ing to the success of the activi¬ 
ties.". ' 

According to Fassih, the fruit 
planting is doing "extremely 
welL" He emphasized WFP's 
commitment to die program. 

"We would consider .any fu¬ 
ture requests by the government 
for aid," he. said; "because we 
feel our contribution is going to 


the right sector." 

During her visit, Bertini also 
met with His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan and sen-; 
ior officials including the Min¬ 
ister of Education raid Higher 
Education Khaled Al Omari re¬ 
garding a second food aid pack¬ 
age which provides food aid 
and assistance to primary 
schools, kindergartens, social 
development centers and liter¬ 
ary centers for women in rural 
areas. This year, BertinLsakl,: 
the on-going project, valued 
$6.5 million, provides food rad 
to about 60,000 children and 
2,000 attending literacy pro¬ 
grams. 

The third on-going project, in 
Jordan, development of forestry 
and rangeland, benefits 2,500 
laborers employed by the De¬ 
partment of Afforestation and 
Forestry, 1500 agricultural 
cooperative members from the 
Jordan Cooperative Organiza¬ 
tion and 350 small farmers in. 
the Zarqa River Catchment 
area. • •

If this is true, then we're in for a surprise 
if and when peace finally conies knocking at our doors. 
Peace will change many of the economic and political reali¬ 
ties of the region as a whole and Jordan in particular. Since 
peace is just around the comer, as most Jordanians believe, 
our industries will have little time to cope with the new 
Middle East markets that will open. 

As of now, Jordanians have been preparing themselves 
for peace by' pouring money into real estate and shares. . 

But Dr Saket told'Ad Dustour daily that in the absence of 
feasibility studies our industries will find themselves forced 
to cope with a new situation without fully knowing its di¬ 
mensions. 

Dr Saket said that if the war machine in the region is neu¬ 
tralized, then Arab investment potential' will rise and the: 
Arab world will have to renegotiate its trading agreements 
with the outside world. 

To get back to the studies issue, one wonders what our 
Ministry of Planning is doing if not to plan for a peace or 
post-conflict economy. We keep talking about the fruits of 
peace all the time, but do we know if that fruit will be bitter 
or sweet, or if it will be consumed by us or by others? ■ 

M It's good that Minister of Interior Sal-' 
ameh Hammad, in his capacity as chair¬ 
man of the Higher Council of Civil De¬ 
fence, has taken some measures to 
prevent forest fires, which are responsi¬ 
ble for destroying thousands of trees eve¬ 
ry year. This is quite a loss to any coun¬ 
try, but it is especially catastrophic for a 
country like Jordan. But the measures are Hammad 
so strict, and so difficult to apply and 
monitor, that we have our doubts. For instance the Civil 
Defence Order bans the use of all kinds of inflammable ma¬ 
terial by park and forest visitors, but then allows them to 
use them in specially designated areas. Any Jordanian 
knows that only a small number of our forests have desig¬ 
nated areas for cooking and barbecuing. 

Then the order bans smoking in all forests and parks. We 
wander how the Ministry of Agriculture and the Civil De¬ 
fence and the Public Security departments will apply and 
monitor such an order. We know that there isn't enough 
trained and experienced rangers around to apply these regu¬ 
lations. . 

We would have liked the minister to investigate the best 
ways to get people to cooperate with the authorities. For ex¬ 
ample, a nominal park entrance fee charged by the Ministry 
of Agriculture would generate enough funds to create des¬ 
ignated cooking (and camping) areas in most parks. While 
we applaud Jordan's efforts to plant trees and expand the 
green cover, we think more effort should go into maintain¬ 
ing existing parks and forests. 

As to harming smoking in open forests, well it beat the 
smoke ban in government ministries!

Editor's* note: General 
Secretary of Al Ahd Party 
in Jordan, Mr Abdel Hadi 
Majali, is a former army 
officer, ambassador to the 
US and Public Security 
Director. He spoke recent¬ 
ly to The Star's Raed Al 
Abed on his party's ideol¬ 
ogy and policies. Excerpts 
follow: 

The Star. What is your po¬ 
litical ideology? 

Mr Majali: Allow me to re¬ 
define what is meant by "ideol¬ 
ogy" to contemporary political 
parties. As the conventional or 
"traditional"- ideology failed in 
the so-called "totalitarian" re¬ 
gimes, such as the former So¬ 
viet Union.-and Eastern Eu¬ 
rope.... it deems necessary for 
any political group to present 
itself a new style. This is not to 
say that one is forced to aban¬ 
don his or her values, but to 
search for new avenues of dis¬ 
covering the truth, so as to en¬ 
hance the well-being of the in¬ 
dividual and the society as a 
whole. Therefore, we believe 
that there is no such tiling 
(Save God) as an absolute 
truth, since everything in life is 
continually changing. 

Starting from the above con¬ 
cepts, we define our party to be 
a nationalistic.one, which ad¬ 
heres fully to the Constitution 
of the country, which believes 
in the eventual unification of 
the "Arab Nation" via democ¬ 
racy, [which] submits itself to 
the true principles of Islam. 
The party struggles fiercely to 
promote the individual human 
being of this country so as to 
enable him to face the chal¬ 
lenges of the 21st Century, 
arfned with knowledge, patriot¬ 
ism, and loyalty. 

How do you view the demo¬ 
cratic experiment in Jordan? 

To begin with, we don't view 
the democratization process 
taking place in the country as 
an experiment, for we believe 
that democracy has become a 
destiny and not a choice any¬ 
more." 

We believe that the enemies 
of democracy inside and out¬ 
side will attempt to sabotage 
the undergoing process, but 
His Majesty the King and the 
majority of our people are well 
aware of what is going on. 

.Can you teD ns about your 
party's economic policy? 

Our economic policy can be 
summarized in four points. 
These include: the Fiscal poli¬ 
cy. We will make sure that 
public expenditure is reduced 
as much as possible, while 
maintainin g the necessary fis¬ 
cal programs, and the same 
time not affecting the poor and 
needy's well-being. We will 
make sure that our tax system 
(collection and fairness) is op¬ 
erating currently. Secondly, the 
Monetary policy. We believe 
that a tight monetary control is 
deemed appropriate at the time 
being since die economy is suf¬ 
fering from stagflation. At the 
same time, the economy needs 
to revive the financial market 
to allow investors to participate 
effectively in financing the in¬ 
dustrial sectors, and to build 
some kind of confidence in the. 


economy. Thirdly 
forced savings [which 
says] the members of 
our society (private and 
public) .[are] extremely 
aggressive iu their con¬ 
sumption behavior-We 
believe that time is due 
to reduce consumption 
and increase saving 
even if it is achieved via 
regulations. Forced sav¬ 
ings will help in build¬ 
ing the capita] stock 
which contributes in 
solving unemployment, 
and finally laws and reg¬ 
ulations. As one looks 
deeply into the laws and 
regulation pertaining. to 
investment and econom¬ 
ic development, one M , 
finds that they ought to Mri 
be altered, since some 
of them are obstacles to invest¬

How do you view Jordani- 
an-Palestinian relationship? 

Our view regarding Jordani- 
an-Palestinian relationship can 
be summarized as follows: we 
strongly adhere to the principle 
of unifying the identity of all 
Jordanian citizens regardless of 
their national origin and relig- 
ion.We strongly support the na¬ 
tional rights of the Palestinians 
in the homeland to determine 
their own destiny.

1748 can to be auctioned 

■ The Customs Dept, has started auctioning cars belong¬ 
ing to Kuwait returnees, who failed to pay duty Tees. The 
cars were pounded at the customs garage in Qwaismah. 
The auction, began on Wednesday, marks the expiration 
of a 3 month grace period extended to car owners to remit 
payment of the specially reduced tariff. Mr Mohammad 
Jamal, director general of the Customs Dept., told 77it' 
Star that the sale will not have any impact on the used car 
market in Amman. He explained that many of the cars 
have been abandoned by their owners. These cars, he 
said, may have been left because of mechanical problems 
that made their useful life very' short. The cars that find 
no buyers would be junked to be sold on the local market 
for spare parts and the money generated will be distribut¬ 
ed back to the original buyer after service and storage 
fees are deducted. The owners of these cars, however, re¬ 
serve the right to re-export them outside the country. Mr 
Jamal said that the auctioneers will ask the bidders for a 
10 percent down payment in certified checks or cash. Ac¬ 
cording to Al Aswaq weekly, the number of cars auctioned 
has been estimated at 1748. The auction committee In¬ 
cludes on its board representatives from the Customs 
DepL, the Amman Chamber of Commerce, the Audit Bu¬ 
reau and the Greater Amman Municipality. The Customs 
DepL has so far collected payments on 13,986 of the esti¬ 
mated 15,000 cars that have entered Jordan since the be¬ 
ginning of the Gulf Crisis. 

Marriott's new GM 

■ Amman Marriott new General Manager, Mr Richard

The event, which took place on Sunday at the 
Royal Cultural Center (RCC), is part of a project whose 
ultimate objective is to develop the garment and leather 
sector in Jordan. The event discussed the accomplish¬ 
ments of a special project organized jointly by JEDCO 
and Fieldon House Consultation Ltd. The seminar dis¬ 
cussed and emphasized the need to pursue the attained 
quality levels readied in this sector. 

Hikmat Inti organizes trade show 

■ In cooperation with the Amman Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, an international general product show will be held 
between 17 to 22 October to promote trade between Jor¬ 
dan and neighboring countries. The show will take place 
as the Jordanian economy continues to expand. The show 
will be organized by Hikmat International. 

New rice brands to be imported 

■ Permission to import unlimited quantities of two high- 
grade rice brands was granted by the Ministry of Supply 
following a meeting between Minister of Supply, Mr Radi 
Ibrahim, and representatives the Amman Chamber of 
Commerce. The higher price for these brands is likely to 
give wholesalers a limited share of the local market. 

Jordanian workers go Danish! 

■ Mr Mohammad Mansoori, member of the Danish 
Workers Union, arrived in Amman this week to discuss 
arrangements whereby Jordanian workers would partici¬ 
pate In professional training courses in Denmark. In his 
two-week visit, Mr Mansouri, will meet with the secretary 
of the Workers Federation Union and the heads of Jor¬ 
dan's labor associations. 

JTA in Poland 

■ The Jordan Trade Association (JTA), in cooperation 
with the Embassy of Poland in Amman, will hold a Jor¬ 
dan Product Trade show in the Polish capital, Warsaw, 
between 30 August and 4 September. This trade show, as 
many before ft, will strengthen economic and trade ties 
between Jordan and Poland. Although the trade balance 
is in Poland's favor, the Polish market remains a promis¬ 
ing one for Jordanian businesses.

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Clinton's myopic perceptions 

PRESIDENT BILL Clinton has committed a political blunder by ordering die bomb; 
ing of Iraq's military intelligence headquarters in retaliation against an alleged Iraqi 
plot to assassinate former president George Bush in Kuwait last April. Whatever his 
administration did to justify the 23 Tomahawk Craise missile attack on Baghdad, the 
American public and indeed the world will only see a desperate president taking a 
cheap shot at a hapless country to score political pointers at home. 

The worst thing about last week's incident is that it reveals a myopic perception of 
the changing realities on part of the Clinton administration. Added to this is the ama¬ 
teurish way the presidents men handled the whole affair. By acting unilaterally, out¬ 
side UN’s jurisdiction, and then running to the Security Council to give legitimacy to 
their crime after the fact, the US has eroded the UN's case against Iraq even further. In 
fact, Mr Clinton may have removed the last brick that held the coalition against Iraq 
together for so long. 

Jt is not enough to claim that America is the world's leader. The United Stales must 
act as one. Mr Clinton has taken the law into his own hands. It is ironic that this is ex¬ 
actly what President Saddam Hussein did three years ago when he invaded Kuwait — 
and lived to pay for it It is more ironic that even Kuwaiti justice has not yet ruled on 
the case of-those allegedly involved in the plot to kill Mr Bush. 

The US strike is a slap in the face of the Security Council and its members. Only a 
fool would accept America's reasoning that the firing of 23 missiles, each with alOOO 
pound head, pouring over Iraq's military intelligence building, was an act of legitimate 
self-defence. If Iraqis invasion of Kuwait was a dangerous precedent, an exception to 
the norm, then America's cowboy raid has brought back the law of the jungle where 
the weak is eaten by the strong. 

The US strike, taking place in the wake of the UN's failure to end the Bosnian con¬ 
flict, gives a new meaning to the phrase double standards. Mr Clinton, whose adminis¬ 
tration, literally washed its hands of the Bosnian Muslims because it did not want to 
get America involved, chose to hit Iraq simply because it was an easy target 

Putting Iraq back on America's agenda can only be seen as a way for a US president, 
haunted by the lowest approval ratings since World War n, to tantalize the emotions 
of the electorate. But this is not the way for Mr Clinton to restore his popularity. His 
real battle lies at home — this is why he was elected instead of Mr Bush who defeated 
Iraq and liberated Kuwait 

For the Arabs, the US strike has killed innocent civilians and added to the unspeaka¬ 
ble miseries of the Iraqi people. It did not change the political realities in Iraq and it 
had nothing to do with Iraq's compliance or. non-compliance with UN Gulf resolu¬ 
tions. This was an aggression committed by a superior power and a disillusioned lead¬ 
er against an Arab country that has suffered enough. The Arab League statement, shy 
as it was, is a step in the direction of giving back the initiative to the Arabs where 
their region is concerned. ■ 


King's visit brings warmth to relations

also met with President Clinton 
and Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher. 

In an interview on the Mac- 
Neil Lehter news hour on tele-. 
vision, the King reiterated that 
"spring has come again to the 
relationship between Jordan 
and the US... I feel confident 
that we will be working togeth¬ 
er as partners in pursuing com¬ 
mon worthy and noble gods." 

The King defended himself 
against charges of having col¬ 
laborated with Iraq. "I never 
look a pro Iraq position during 
the Gulf War," he said. Asked 
if he now regretted nor joining 
the US led coalition against 
Iraq, he said: "I don't believe 
char (here is anything that 
would cause me to say (hat I 
would have done it very differ¬ 
ently." 

Asked about allegations that 
Jordan had shared with Iraq US 
intelligence during the Gulf 
War, King Hussein said that 
the accusations were false. "We 
never had any information to 
share with anyone," he said. "I 
hope those who hope to cast 


doubt on our integrity will real¬ 
ize that it is futile and in bad 
taste.” 

Asked about the peace talks. 
King Hussein said he congratu¬ 
lated the members of die Pales¬ 
tinian delegation for their mo¬ 
ral and physical courage for 
taking part in the talks. He said 
that anything that will reassure 
the Palestinians about die shape 
of things after the interim peri¬ 
od of self-rule, will encourage 
rapid progress at all levels. 
Asked whether a stronger con¬ 
tribution from the US might 
move die peace talks "over the 
hump,” the King spoke of "the 
need for the US to be hopefully 
with us in this process now.” 
He added: The Palestinians 
need a little reassurance at this 
stage. They have suffered 
enough." 

Speaking at the Brookings 
Institution earlier that day, the 
King said: “I believe that the 
last two years have brought a 
basic difference to the region 
with regard to peace. The over¬ 
whelming majority of people, 
on either side of the divide.

ans and Jordanians alike, will 
be for them to come closer to¬ 
gether.” He added, however, 
that "I will not venture into de¬ 
ciding for (the Palestinians) 
what should be or what 
shouldn't be " ■ -

The Arab-Israeli conflict 

Time: a two edged sword

THE PEACE process has be¬ 
come a familiar catch-phrase in 
the Middle East today because 
Arabs and Israelis are involved 
in toe most serious peace nego¬ 
tiations ever in their history. 

With the launch of the peace 
process, the Arab-Israeli con¬ 
flict and the Palestine Question 
in particular have entered a 
new phase. Because the talks 
appear to be deadlocked—this 
is the 10th round — sober deci¬ 
sions and realistic choices have 
to be made by all parties re¬ 
garding the direction of the 
talks. For the Arabs the issue is 
more pressing because there 
are few signs of a change in at¬ 
titudes on the part of Israelis. 

The Israelis hare two choices 
regarding the conflict and the 
situation as a whole in the Mid¬ 
dle East The first is-based on 
the "timefctrategjc* position.

Eyers and Sayed 

Two artists under the 

microscope

COMING FROM a country 
where landscapes witness fog, 
rain and a milky sun, Heidi Ey¬ 
ers found the Jordanian scener¬ 
ies cheerfully bright and the 
sun glittering yellow. Heidi is 
an English painter who couldn't 
resist the appealing beauty of 
the Jordanian landscape and the 
peculiar combination of the 
earth, stone and sky colors. 

"Everything that sun beams 
touch looks so different than in 
England. If I were to prepare 
this exhibition in my home 
country, the selection of colors 
and motives would be presuma¬ 
bly something else", Mrs Eyers 
told The Star 

Mrs Eyers' second exhibition, 
which was inaugurated by 
HRJFi Princess Wydan at the 
British Council last week, gath¬ 
ered a number of foreign diplo¬ 
matic corps, friends and artists. 

It featured 35 paintings, 
which included a variety of 
techniques, such as oil on can¬ 
vas, acrylic on paper, oil on 
wood and water colors. Mrs 
Eyers also tried different styles 
and motives: painting land¬ 
scapes, realism, impressionistic 
"games with colours," still na¬ 
ture, expressionistic views of 
outdoor sceneries and portraits. 

Her particular interest in light 
and its reflection on different 
materials in nature sparkled 
some of her acrylics in a more 
or less traditional way. The oth¬ 
er items on display lack open¬ 
ness, freedom in experiment¬ 
ing. deeper study of light and 
shadow and in creating moods 
in the painting. 

Her latest oil work on differ¬ 
ent sceneries in Ionian, like 
Wadi Rum and Petra, gave 
hints of an emerging style 
which breathes with a more 
original artistic approach and 
light spirit. This is the point 
where Heidi will go on in her 
new artistic experience. "Paint¬ 
ing is the way to enjoy life. I 
enjoy my life in Jordan, so HI 
keep painting." said Mrs Eyers 
with a saiisfacior> smile. 

The other artist The Star in¬ 
terviewed. is Tawflk Sayed, a 
professor of anatomy and per¬ 
spective. an art consultant and 
an internationally known Pales¬ 
tinian artisL His exhibition was 
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Painting by Tawfeek Sayed 

inaugurated by the Minister of 
Culture, Dr Mahmoud AI 
Samra. in his studio in Jabal 
Jofa on 26 June. 

The exhibition gave high¬ 
lights of his previous opus, 
done in different media: such 
as graphics, etchings, oil paint¬ 
ings and aquarelle and it also 
introduced his latest works in 
water colors, painting on silk, 
oil canvas and bronze statues. 

The whole exhibition 
breathes with high quality, im¬ 
peccable perfection in color, 
space treatment and visual har¬ 
mony. The water color compo¬ 
sitions are masterpiece achieve¬ 
ments, which reflect an 
understanding for water color 
techniques, color distribution 
and perspective. 

The water paintings, which 
present views of Amman, were 
captured from the artist's win¬ 
dows and breathe with life and 


a fresh spirit. One can smell 
dust in the air, feel the wind's 
commotion over the houses, 
and sense the sun heat min¬ 
gling with car noise and peo¬ 


ple's cries. All the lines and all 
the colors creep out from with¬ 
in the city plan and rise high up 
in the sky, creating a visual 
summery of a moment in the 
life time of the city of Amman. 
They are wonderful examples 
of good art taste and high tech¬ 
nical skill used by a creative 
master of the brush. 

Mr Tawfik Sayed, who 
taught in Vienna painting and 
interior decoration at Badner 
Kunst Academy for three years, 
devoted the last ten years of his 
work to the study of perspec¬ 
tive. As he told 77ie Star, he 
took e multi-disciplinary ap¬ 
proach. which included art his¬ 
tory, anthropology, architecture 
and philosophy. He challenges 
Darwin’s theory of evolution 
and the centuries-long disputes 
among artists about the ideal 
human body measurements; 
elaborated by Leonardo Da 
Vinci, Michael Angelo. Rafae- 
lo, Carovaggo and Circa 

At the moment, he is in the 
process of preparing his new 
exhibition, which will be based 
on his perspective theory. As 
he promised, the next exhibi¬ 
tion will be the first public 
statement of his revolutionary 
discovery, which will be of 
great assistance to the artists to 
solve perspective problems 
when creating their own paint¬ 
ings. At the same time, it will 
demonstrate his discovery that 
every individual has a unique 
ability to discover his own 
ideal measurements. The exhi¬ 
bition will be open until 15 
July. ■

DURAN DURAN is a Brit¬ 
ish band that was formed in 
Birmingham in the early 
eighties. Their hay-days 
were back in 1984, after the 
release of their albums Sev¬ 
en and the Ragged Tiger 
and Arena, both of which 
gained world-wide acclaim. 
After the band split up in 
1985 for a year, they came 
back together again, but this 
time two original members 
were missing: guitarist 
Andy Taylor and drummer 
Roger Taylor. Although 
Notorious, the album that 
followed the split up, was a 
pretty good album, it did 
not capture the popularity of 
earlier years, and the music 
lost its Rock-'n-roll feel. It 
was actually described by 
the band's keyboardist, Nick 
Rhodes, as "ait'n'RoU."

Simon Le 
Boa's singing is powerful and 
easy to understand. His manip¬ 
ulative vocals gives the album 
a seal of approval. Nick 
Rhodes uses his keyboards to 
the utmost, while his correct 
placement of keyboard pans 
certainly stir things up. John 


Taylor's playing (the band's 
bass-guitarist) is, as usual, 
magnificent. Strain your 
ears to his playing and you 
will be quite satisfied with 
what he's done. 1 was rather 
impressed by their guitarist, 
who finally made a clear en¬ 
trance for himself, taking a 
leading role in the band. 

77ji’ Wedding Album is ut¬ 
terly superb, and is a come 
back we've all been waiting 
for. The purchase of this al¬ 
bum is highly recommend¬ 
ed. Being an old Duran Du¬ 
ran fan myself, this album 
has become one of my ob¬ 
sessions. I'm very pleased to 
find that the album did add 
what seemed to be missing 
for a long time; lasting ap¬ 
peal. ■

A1 Hussein Foundation to train 
village women to make local 
handicrafts, such as pottery and 
printing on fabric. These goods 
will be sold on site to visitors 
and marketed around ihe coun¬ 
try as well. 

Although the Taybeh project 
is the only one of its kind cur¬ 
rently underway, sources at the 
Ministry of Tourism believe 
that village restoration will be¬ 
come a past-time for private in¬ 
vestors. Already there is talk 
about creating a similar tourist 
spot in Wadi Musa. 

While the government seems 
to have succeeded in getting 
the private sector to invest in 
tourist facilities in and around 
Petra, it has yet to come to 
terms with Aqaba's last five 
miles of undeveloped shore¬ 
line. 

Prior to the Gulf War the 
government and Club Med, a 
French chain with resorts all 


over the world were close to 
an agreement to set up a tourist 
resort in Aqaba. But negotia¬ 
tions broke down before any 
agreement was signed, sources 
at the French Commercial- Sec¬ 
tion in Amman told The Star. 

Government and French 
sources said that allowing Club 
Med to enter Jordan posed sev¬ 
eral problems. The Club's tradi¬ 
tion of isolation, image of deca¬ 
dent social mores, and policy 
of employing foreigners forced 
the government to reconsider 
the Club Med option. 

Even more problematic is 
Jordan's law of foreign invest- 
mem. Under the law, no for¬ 
eign company can own more 
than a 49 percent share of any 
business venture, and the for¬ 
eign firm must be invited by a 
Jordanian company, owning 
the majority shares. 

But attracting a Jordanian 


company to open negotiations 
with a foreign investor-is usual-; 
ly a tricky business.

Tomato farmers blame the 
government for falling prices

Abu Rabboh said. "We had an 
agricultural policy before and 
we have the numbers to corrob¬ 
orate its success." 

Between 1986 and 1989 the 
government regulated tomato 
production at between 331,000 
and 268,000 tons a year, a man¬ 
ageable amount should market¬ 
ing problems arise so that the 
farmer minimized his losses. 

In 1981 compensation to to¬ 
mato fanners cost the govern¬ 
ment about $3 million. Dr Abu 
Rabboh said the government 
will not compensate fanners if 
they don't stick to the quota 
system, which was dropped by 
fanners in 1989. 

One expert, with 13 years of 
experience, told The Star that 
turning tomatoes into Jordan's 
national crop,"... is really a rot¬ 
ten deal. The red vegetable is 
96 percent water inside and it 
spoils fast. A farmer needs 600 
to 700 cubic meters of water to 
irrigate the plant when other" 
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crops such as wheat doesn'L" 
But fanners prefer the red 
crop. It is easier to grow and it 
con be grown in winter in the 


Jordan Valley and on the hills 
during summer. In the Jordan 
Valley, tomato farmers are re¬ 
warded because the vegetable is ( 
sold during off season and their 
is high demand for it. 

Growing tomatoes on higher 
altitudes in summer calls, for 
regulation ;because the high 
yield. "The surpluses occpr 
when the two seasons overlap 
■ and supply, exceeds demand," 
said the expert.

THE LATEST word on the 
street nowadays is interactivity 
"Interactive means we are 
all involved. There are no 
viewers. Interactive is like a 
conversation.” explains Red 
Bums, chairman of the In¬ 
teractive Telecommunica¬ 
tions Program ai New York 
University. Like many an- 
cesior words, such as com¬ 
puterized and digitized, in¬ 
teractivity promises a step 
into the" future. But what 
kind of future? Simply: no 
body knows! Why ? Lei's 
lake the Edison story as an 
example. 

Thomas Edison invented 
recorded sound, back, in 
1877 and the purpose of the 
machine, as he thought, was 
to help people in distant 
places to communicate. But 
where Edison saw it as a 
memo, others saw it as a 
real paradise for entertain¬ 
ment and art.
